SUMMARY: The Service is adding the 
Snake River sockeye salmon 
(Oncorhynchus neriro) to the list of 
Endangered and Threatened Wildlife. 
This measure, required by the 
Endangered Species Act of 1973. 
corresponds with a determination of 
endangered status by the National 
Marine Fisheries Service, which has 
jurisdiction for the Snake River sockeye 
salmon.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATKM Under 
the Endangered Species Act (10 U.S.C. 
1531 et seq.), and in accordance with 
Reorganization Plan No. 4 of 1970, the 
National Marine Fisheries Services 
(NMFS), National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration, 
Department of Commerce. is responsible 
for the sockeye salmon. Under section 
4(a)(2) of the Act, NMFS must decide 
whether a species under its jurisdiction 
should be classified as endangered or 
threatened. The Fish and Wildlife 
Service (FWS) is responsible for the 
actual addition of a species to the List of 
Endangered and Threatened Wildlife in 
50 CFR 17.11(h). 

NMFS published its determination of 
endangered status for the Snake River 
sockeye salmon on November 20,199l 
(58 FR 5MW-58624). Accordingly, the 
FWS is adding the Snake River sockeye 
salmon as an endangered species to the 

List of Endangered and Threatened 
Wildlife. This addition is effecti& as of 
December 20.19911 as indicated in the 
NMFS’s determination. Because this 
ac!ion of the FWS is nondiscretionary 
and the species was proposed for listing 
(April 5,199l: 56 FR 140551, the FWS 
finds that good cause exists to omit the 
notice and public comment procedures 
of 5 U.S.C. 553(b). 

National Environmental Policy Act 

The Fish and Wildlife Service has 
determined that an Environmental 
Assessment, as defined under the 
authority of the National Environmental 
Policy Act of 1989, need not be prepared 
in connection with regulations adopted 
pursuant to Section 4(a) of the 
Endangered Species Act of 1973, as 
amended. A notice outlining the 
Service’s reasons for this determination 
was published in the Federal Register on 
October X1,1983 (48 FR 49244).
